20. The reductions will he carried out under the foregoing 

rules, as far as possible, by the transfer of soldiers from regiments 
to he reduced to those which are to be retained ; those, however, 
who wish to take their discharge from the regiments reduced being 
allowed to do so with pensions and gratuities as above laid down. 

21. Consequent upon the increase in the strength of Native 
regiments, the establishment of European officers will now be fixed 
at eight officers per regiment, or one more than the present es- 
tablishment ; the additional officer to be appointed in the rank of- 
wing or squadron officer. This augmentation will at once absorb 
a part of the junior officers of the reduced regiments, while the 
total, establishment of European officers serving on regimental duty 
with the Indian Army will remain almost unaltered. With respect 
to the senior officers of these regiments, the following terms are 
offered, under the orders of the Secretary of State for India, to

Under the orders of tlie Secretary of State for India, the follow- Clause 6 ( 
ing conditions regulating, the tenure of regimental commands in 0 G 0 jc 0 2 c 
the Native armies of India, are published for general information 183 -- 
and guidance : — 

(1) All officers who now hold substantive regimental commands 
will be granted an extension of command without an}' conditions 
(except promotion to the rank of General Officer, or the attainment 
of the Colonel's allowance) to the 1st April 1883. 

(2) Subject to the above conditions, present incumbents will be 
eligible to retain their commands until they attain the age of 55 
years, or complete a tenure of 7 years' command, whichever may 
happen first. 

(3) Any present incumbent, who on or after the 1st of April 
1883, may not have completed 5 years' tenure of command before 
reaching the age of 55 years, will be eligible to complete his 5 
years' tenure of command. 

(4) The immediate successors of present incumbents will he 
eligible to hold the command of a regiment until the attainment of 
55 years of age, or the completion of ? years' tenure of command, 
whichever may happen first. 

(5) Thereafter, the limits for regimental command will he tlie 
attainment of 52 years of age, or a tenure of 7 years, whichever 
may happen first. 

(6) In any case of the commandant of a regiment, other than 
present incumbents (paragraph 4) who is required to vacate his 
command under these rules before he has served for the pension 
granted for 32 years' service, such officer, on the recommendation 
of the Commander-in-Chief in India, Madras or Bombay, and with 
the approval of the Government of India, Madras or Bombay as 
the case may he, may he permitted an extension of command, not 
exceeding 2 years, towards his 32 years' pension service, or such 
less period as may be required for its completion. But no portion 
/of such special extension of regimental service, or tenure of com- 
mand, will be permitted to he passed on any leave or furlough 
except privilege leave. 

(7) Officers of the Staff Corps or Indian Army who entered 
the service before 1st July 1881, who may elect, on vacating regi- 
mental commands, to remain in the service for the attainment of 
the highest retirement pension, or the Colonel's allowance, will be 
permitted the option of completing their service at home on the 
furlough pay of their rank, or of remaining in India on the un- 
employed Indian pay and allowances of their rank if unem- 
ployed. .

EQUIPMENT. 


Returns of Equipment with Royal Artillery Batteries and 
British Infantry Regiments in India. 

Under instructions from Her Majesty’s Government, it is 
notified, for the information and guidance of officers commanding 
the corps concerned, that a return, in triplicate, showing the exact 
nature of the equipment under the following headings, in the 
possession of batteries. Royal Artillery (dismounted portion), and 
corps of British infantry serving in India, will be required for 
transmission to the Right Honourable the Secretary of State for 
India on the 31st March of each year. If any particular equip- 
ment (arms or accoutrements) is in possession, the beading should 
be altered, and an entry made in the column for remarks. 



CLOTHING. 

Sealing of flannel shirts as patterns for wear in India. 

. Under instructions received from the Right Iion’ble the Secre- 
tary of State, it is notified for the guidance of Officers Command- 
ing Corps in framing their indents, that a union blue grey flannel 
shirt jas well as the ordinary grey flannel shirt will be sealed as a 
pattern for wear in India.

DIRECTIONS FOR MAKING UP CARTRIDGES FOR M.L. 
AND B.L. RIFLED ORDNANCE. 


I. — Making, Empty. 

1. The patterns will be strictly adhered to in cutting out. 

2. The cartridges will be cut so that the width of the material 
runs in the width of the cartridge. 

3. The cartridges, before being sewn, will be printed in black 
with the nature of gun, charge, See., and with lines for the hoops 
and seams. The 7-inch B.L. and 40-pr. 13. L. will also be printed 
with lines for the choke ; all marking on cartridges will be done 
with printers’ ink; about £ oz. of ink is sufficient for 10U cartridges 
of each nature, except the 12‘5-iuch, for which about $ oz. will bo 
required per 200. 

4. All cartridges will be made up with the edges overlapping 

inch and sewn together with three rows of stitches, with the 

exception of the following, — viz., the 7-pr. M.L. cartridges, the 
edges of which will overlap I inch, and will have two rows of 
stitches ; and the 12 or 9-pr. and 6-pr, B.L. exercising and salu- 
ting cartridges, the edges of which will be simply hemmed to- 
gether and turned inwards. Serge Cartridges will be sewn with 
worsted, and Silk Cloth Cartridges with sewing silk or twist. 

5. Braids for hooping, cut to the proper length, and with loops 
tied in one end, will be run into all empty cartridges — excepting the 
8-inch Howitzer, 2 h lbs., and such cartridges as the 7-inch M. L., 
or 64- pr. M. L., when they are ordered to be converted from S. B. 
Cartridges of similar diameters. Converted cartridges made up from 
material obtained by catting up old cartridges will, as a rule, be 
made up similarly to cartridges of new material. Braid of double 
width .will he used for all charges of 40 lbs. and upwards. Cart- 
ridges which are not to be hooped with braid will be hooped with 
silk or worsted after being filled. 

6. Beckets for lifting will be attached to all M.L. cartridges of 
22 lbs. and upwards (except the 7-inch 22 lb. P,). They will be 
made of strips of serge or silk cloth about 2 inches wide, aud cut to 
such a length that the loop may be about 3£ inches long, or not 
more than will reach, when laid down, within half-an-inch of the 
outside of the cartridge when filled ; each end of the becket will bo 
sewn on the cartridge below the top line of braid, one end at the 
seam, the other opposite. 

7. Cartridges which are to have, when filled, a stick up the 
centre so as to ensure uniform length, will be made without auy 
bottom, both ends of the cartridge being choked to the stick; the 
braid for choking will be run into the bottom end.

disc next the powder, and the cartridge then choked tightly over the 
top. The line which is printed on the cartridge for the top hoop 
should he close under the papier mache disc, and the hoop drawn 
very tight so as to prevent any grains of powder getting round or. 
over the lubricator. 

18. The 12-pr. or 9-pr. and 6-pr. B.L. Exercising and Saluting 
Cartridges have attached to the upper part, another bag containing 
sawdust,' which forms a wad. The upper bag will be turned down, 
and the lower bag or cartridge proper will be filled with the powder 
charge, well shaken down, and then choked as described in para. 10.' 
The upper hag will then he brought up and a portion of sawdust^ 
put in and pressed down with a stick, a portion more of sawdust 
will then he put in, pressed down, and so on, proceeding as before 
until the wad is of the proper size; they will then be choked and 
finished, tyiug the braids tight so as to make a firm cartridge. 


III. — Marking Filled Cartridges. 


19 All cartridges issued from store filled will have the initial 
or monogram of the station at which they are filled, stamped on 
the bottom end. Cartridges filled with L.G. powder -will be 
marked with the letters “L.Gv” in red printers ink, one inch long. 
About \ oz. of ink will be sufficient tor 1 00 cartridges.

VETERINARY DEPARTMENT. ‘ ' 

Establishment of a Veterinary College at Lahore. 

. It is hereby notified for general information that, with the Clause 101“' 
approval of Her Majesty’s Government, the Government of India 
have sanctioned the establishment of a Veterinary School at Lahore 
for the instruction of natives in veterinary medicine and surgery, 
with a view to their acting as assistants to veterinary surgeons, and 
taking the place of the existing class of salutris. 

The management and control of the School will rest with the 
Government of the Punjab. 

The following' are the rules under which the school is to he 
worked : — 

A. — Number of Students. 

(1) Students sent and paid for by District Committees, 

limited to 10 per annum. 

(2) Soldiers of native Cavalry regiments, limited to 15 per 

annum. 

(3) Free students, receiving no'pay from Government, but 

paying for their own support, limited to 5 per an- 
num. 

The total number of students, when the School is in full working 
order, is not ordiuarily to exceed 60, which number can, however, 
if necessary, be extended. 

B, — Entrance Examination. 

Candidates must be "able to read and write in the vernacular, 
and possess a fair knowledge of arithmetic. They must also have 
a good character, be physically fit in constitution, have good sight, 
he able to handle a horse, and. evince some aptitude for the treatment 
and examination of horses and cattle. 

C. — Course of Instruction and Examination. 

The course of study to be for two years. The first year beginning 
on tbe 1st May, the student must attend a course of lectures in — 

(1) Anatomy. , 

(2) Materia Mediea (veterinary)'. 

(3) Chemistry. 

(4) Clinical practice. 

(5) Forge work.

{Issued as a Special Army Circular on the 15th July 18S2.) 

The following extracts from Volume I, Partill, Army Regula- 
tions, relating to passages and messing on board ship, are published 
in supersession of G. G. O. No. 1169 of 1879: — 
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Transport-— Sea— continued. 


649. An Officer who has come home from a Foreign Station Clause 137 
on private leave, and has completed two years’ service with the (eontd.) 
depot, will not be liable to defray the cost of the passage of the 

Officer proceeding in his succession. 

650. Officers will be liable to defray the cost of the passages 
of the Officers sent out in their succession — 

(а) if . transferred otherwise than in the ordinary course of 

the Service at their own request. 

(б) If seconded to take up a civil appointment when at a 

Foreign Station; and 

(c) if resigning before the expiration of their period of 

service on the Staff or in an extra Regimental appoint- 
ment. 

(d) - If ordered to the Depot while on leave for their private 

affairs from a Foreign Station, and a passage be 
required (except in the case of their retirement on a 
peusiou or gratuity) before they have completed two 
years’ depot service. 

(b) Of Officers’ wives and children. 

651. General Officers, and Departmental Officers having the omcjrs’ wives and. 
relative rank of General Officers, will, on appointment to, and on chlldron - 
completion of their service at, a Foreign Station, be allowed 

free passages for their wives and children ; also Brigadier-Generals 
when proceeding to, or returning from, the command of a brigade. 

This regulation will not be applicable in the case of an Officer 
quitting a Foreign Station on promotion to the rank or relative 
rank of Major-General. 

652. The wives of General Officers, and Departmental Officers 
ranking as such, who may be prevented by illness from accom- 
panying . their husbands, will be allowed passages at the public 
expense at a subsequent date, provided the claim for such passages 
be preferred within six months of the date of the Officer’s 
embarkation. They will also be allowed passages at the public 
expense if obliged by illness to return home before their husbands. 

Only one passage out and home will, however, be granted in any 
case.

654. Married Officers doing duty with troops on board ship 
will be entitled to free cabin accommodation for their wives and 
children, if permitted to accompany the Officers. If accommoda- 
tion not required for the public service can be provided without 
cost to the public in a vessel belonging to, or wholly freighted 
or chartered by, the Government, the wife and children of an 
Officer accompanying him, when he is not doing duty with troops, 
will be allowed - free cabin accommodation. This indulgence,

GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


Contributions to be paid by Officers accepting' Foreign Service. 

Clause 140 "With reference to G. G. 0. No. 43 of 1877, tbe following 
Resolution of the Department of Finance and Commerce >, No. 1622, 
dated the 10th .Tune 1882, is published for general information and 
guidance : — 

Read— 

Despatch .from the Secretary of State for India, No. 288, dated 15th Sep- 
tember 1SS1, in which, with refovonce to the case of Mr. C. E. S. Steele, a 
Revenue Deputy Collector in tho Sind Commission, who was for some time 
employed under the Government of the Transvaal, the Secretary of State has 
decided that Mr. Steele cannot bo relieved from the usual deduction of one-fifth 
of his salary under the Transvaal State as contribution to tho Government of 
India towards pension. In this Despatch tho Secretary of State desires the 
Government of India to consider whether the rate of contribution required to 
ho made by Officers lent for service under Foreign Governments is nob un- 
necessarily high, and whether it might not be diminished." 

Resolution. — Under the Rules in Chapter III of the Civil 
Pension Code, an Officer of the British Government transferred to 
Foreign Service is required to pay to the Government of India a , 
contribution out of the salary which he receives while in Foreign 
Service to meet tbe cost of his pension and leave allowances exclu-. 
sive of allowances while on privilege leave. “ Foreign Service ” 
includes service under a Native State, Municipality, Port Trust, 
Court of Wards, or other Body financially independent of the 
Government of India.- It also includes service which is paid for - 
from a Local Fund under such circumstances that it does not qualify 
for pension and leave under the Rules in the Civil Pension, and 
Leave Codes. The rate of contribution is fixed at 20 per cent, of 
the gross salary which the Officer receives in Foreign Service, the 
calculation of his pension and leave allowance being made upon 
4-5 ths of such salary. The contribution is thus equal to 25 per 
cent, of the net pay upon which tbe Officer’s pension and leave 
allowances are calculated. This rate applies to all Officers, whether 
Military Officers, Covenanted Civil Servants, or UncovenaDted 
Officers ; but it is specially provided in the case of a Native of 
India, who is not a Covenanted Civil Servant, that, by resigning 
all claims to leave allowances from the Government of India in 
respect of his Foreign Service, he may contribute for pension only. 

2. The present rules also provide for the payment of contribu- 
tion by an Officer whose services are lent for other than Imperial 
purposes, either in England, or in a -British Colony or to a Foreign 

' " State ; but except as regards service under the Egyptian Govern- 

ment, the precise amount of contribution in this case is not fixed. 
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5. A Native of India, not Wing a Covenanted Civil Servant, 
may, by resigning all claims to allowances from the British 
Government during leave in respect to the period of his employment 
in Foreign Service, & c., contribute for pension only. In such ease 
the contribution shall be one-eleventh of the salary which he re- 
ceives from his foreign employers, and shall not exceed Rs. 100 a 
month. 

G. These Rules are not intended to interfere with the case's of 
Officers which are specially provided for in Section 10 of the Civil 
Pension Code (u) to if). Nor does His Excellency in Council 
think, by reason of the foregoing change in the rate of contribu- 
tion in the case of Superior Officers, that any change is necessaiy 
in respect of Inferior servants, whose case is provided for by Rule 4 
under Section 8 of the Civil Pension Code.

SAVINGS BANKS— NATIVE ARMY. 


Rules for deposits in Presidency and District Ranks., 

Clause 157 Tile attention of officers commanding native corps and bat- 
teries is invited', to the following addition to the rules for the 
deposit of money in district savings banks, published in clause 
108, India Army Circulars, 1881. 

The commanding officer, of a native regiment maj r open a 
single account with the district savings bank on account of the 
men of his regimen fe, making his own arrangements about (he 
separate accounts of the individuals, and about the distribution to 
them of the interest credited upon the conjoint account. This 
account shall be subject to the usual rules of the district savings 
bank, save that the limits of Rs. 500 for deposits and of Its. V-6 
for monthly interest shall not apply. The commanding officer 
must, however, in presenting anj r deposits, sign a certificate that 
to the best of his belief the money is the property of the men of 
the regiment. This rule shall not be held to prevent any native 
soldier opening an account of his own in his individual capacity. 


STORES. 


Clause 158 


Sale of condemned stores must, if possible, be entrusted to a 
professional auctioneer. 

As a o-encral rule, the sale of condemned stores must he en- 
trusted to a professional auctioneer ; hut when Government ser- 
vants are unavoidably employed to conduct such sales, they will not 
he allowed any commission or extra pay for this duty. The 
account sale should specify whether a professional auctioneer, or a 
departmental subordinate/ was employed.

Clause i60 With the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government, separation 
1 allowances, as specified in articles 89 — 9G, Army Regulations, 
Volume I, Part III, will he granted to the families of British 
soldiers on Indian establishment, who may be invalided home 
without the husbands. 

In such cases the soldier, if this is considered necessary hy 
His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, will be required to con- 
tribute a portion of his pay towards the maintenance of his family, 
•as laid down in paragraph 753, Army Regulations, Volume I, Part

The attention of warrant and non-commissioned officers on the 
unattached lists is specially drawn to paragraph 11 of clause 137, 
India Army Circulars, 1882, which, with article 702, Volume X, 
Part 1.11, Army Regulations, therein referred to, is reproduced 
below : — 

<( Paragraph' 11 . — With reference to article 702,* passages to 
accompany their parents from India may he provided, under the 
Indian Transport Regulations, tor the unmarried daughters of 
soldiers without limit as to age, hut sons over 16 years can only 
receive passage by troopship, and not by private vessel. Passages 
^0 Indio* will lie governed by article 702.” 

“ Article 702 . — Passages will not be granted at the public ex- 
pense to soldiers’ eons above 14 years of age, or to soldiers’ daughters 
above 1 6 years. Cases, however, in which destitution would re- 
sult from girls above this age being left behind on the embarkation 
of their parents, may he referred for the special consideration of 
the Secretary of State for War, as also the cases of boys suffering 
frorn mental or bodily infirmity. Soldiers’ unmarried daughters re-, 
turning to their homes from foreign stations, when the family is 
entitled to conveyance at the public expense under the regulations , 
will bo granted passages without limit as to age.”

The period spent at the 
school is ordinarily limited to six months, hut it may* be extended 
to nine months in special cases, where officers may desire to go 
through complete courses of sub-marine mining, and may exhibit 
special aptitude for that subject. Officers on furlough on medical 
certificate are only allowed to go through such special courses of 
instruction as can be completed within the period of their leave. ” 
“919. Officers on furlough on private affairs may reckon the 
time passed at Chatham, under articles 9 17 A and 918, either as part 
of their furlough or as in addition to their furlough. In the for- 
mer case they will receive furlough pay during the period, with 
lodging allowance, provided they do not occupy public quarters;

CLOTHING. 


Supply of clothing to insane soldiers sent to England for 

discharge. 

Under instructions from the Right Hon’ble the Secretary of Clause 
State for India, it is notified that, in future, insane soldiers will take 
with them to England only one suit of cloth clothing and a helmet, 
a great coat or cloak and cape, and a special sea kit canvas bag. 

All other articles of clothing will be disposed of according to 
regulations, such of them as may be the property of the soldiers 
being sold and credited to their estates. 

All art icles of necessaries will be sent with them as heretofore. 

In case serge clothing is in wear at the time the insanes are 
about to embark, arraugements will be made to issue from regi- 
mental store part-worn cloth clothing in lieu of the serge clothing 
which should be returned into store. 

Two or three spare suits of clothing will be carried on board 
troopships in which insane soldiers are embarked.

Army Hospital Native Corps for service with British 
Troops in the Madras Presidency. 

( Applicable, to the Madras Presidency only.) 

The Governor General in Council is pleased to authorize the 
formation of an <c Army Hospital Native Corps ” for service with 
British troops in Madras, and to sanction the following rules with 
elfect from the 1st April 1883, for its administration and control ; 
and further, to direct that the Royal Warrant of the 14-th August 
1877 (Clause 125, War Office Army Circulars, 1877, hereto 
annexed), be made applicable to Madras, in so far as it vests in 
medical officers the command and discipline of all persons connected 
with the hospital service : — 

I. Administkation, 

1. The Army Hospital Native Corps is subject to the orders of 
His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, Madras. 

2. The Surgeon General, Her Majesty’s Forces, Madras, is 
charged with the command and administration of the Army Hos- 
pital Native Corps. The head-quarters of the corps will he at the 
Office of the Surgeon General, Her Majesty’s Forces. 

3. The corps will he divided for administrative purposes into 
as many detachments as there are, or hereafter may he, divisions or 
districts of medical administration, and, subject to the General or 
other Officer Commanding, the Deputy Surgeon General will have 
authority in all matters of discipline affecting the Military 
Medical Service, including the Army Hospital Native Corps, in his 
division or district. 

4-. Medical officers, subject to the local military commanding 
officer,. will have authority to command the medical officers and 
subordinates, the hospital attendants of the Army Hospital Native 
Corps, and all patients in military hospitals, as well as such non- 
commissioned officers and privates as may he attached thereto, 
without their own officers, for hospital duty. 

5. The medical officer in charge of each general, station, or 
field Hospital will have disciplinary control over the medical officers 
and subordinates, the hospital attendants of the Army Hospital 
Native Corps, and also over all non-commissioned officers and 
soldiers in, or attached to, military hospitals, without their own 
officers, for hospital duty ; but he will ordinarily refer any acts

19. Advancement to a higher rate of good-conduct pay will be 
regulated in accordance with the following rules : — 

I. Each advancement will be notified in hospital orders 
entered in the record of service, and in the next suc- 
ceeding muster roll, as well as recorded in division or 
district head-quarters. 

II. No man xvill be entitled to good-conduct pay of the 
first rate, unless he has been clear of the corps defaulter 
hook for two years ; nor will he become entitled to 
advancement to the next higher rate unless and until 
he has been in uninterrupted possession of the next 
lower rate for one year. 

20. The senior ward servant in a hospital, if qualified, and if 
not qualified, the next senior ward servant who is, will receive an 
allowance of Rs.' 2 per mensem for conducting the duties of barber. 
Erom this allowance he will be required to keep at his own expense 
the necessary implements for carrying on this duty. 

21. An allowance of one rupee per mensem is sanctioned to the 
senior second grade ward servaut in each hospital for the custody 
and care of leeches. 

22. All hospital attendants will receive marching batta at the 
rate of one rupee per mensem under existing regulations. 

23. Compensation for dearness of provisions will be given to 
all hospital attendants under the present rules, except in British 
Burma, Port Blair, and at the hill stations. 

24. Hospital attendants will be supplied with quarters, or, if 
no quarters are available, they will draw hutting money according 
to regulation. 

25. Free rations, under such rules as may be in force, will con- 
tinue to be issued to hospital attendants when employed on foreign 
service on shore, beyond sea,* or on boardship, as well as when 
proceeding on duty by sea from port to poit on the coast.

II. Composition and strength of the Corps. 

8. The corps will comprise such men* of the existing hospital 
establishment as may be qualified by age and 
character and such additional recruits as 
may be required. 

9. All men joining the corps will he duly 
enlisted and attested ae “ Hospital attendants.” 

10. The corps will consist of the following classes, viz . -

Cooks, Sweepers, 

but the duties of the several classes will not he interchangeable. 
Each of the above classes will be divided into three grades, viz., 
first, second, and third grades.

VI. Terms under which the existing Establishment are to 

. ■ BE ADMITTED. 

38. Servants of the existing establishment of the classes noted 
in’ paragraph 8 will have the option of enlisting into the corps on 
the terms applicable thereto, provided they are physically fit for the 
service aud are not more than fifty-five years of age. 

39. All men enlisting from the existing establishment will count 
all their previous service for gratuity . or pension as the case may 
be, under the rules laid down in Section IV. 

VII. Leave. 

40 Leave under the rules applicable to the' Native Army will 
be sanctioned by the Surgeon General, Her Majesty’s Forces, 
when the exigencies of the service admit, but no pay or allowances - 
will be issued for the -period of absence until the return of a man 
on leave to his duty.

14. The payment of each man will be made monthly in arrears, 
and will commence from the date of attestation inclusive. 

35. Advancement in any class from one grade to another, and 
to the consequent increase of pay will be made by the Deputy Surgeon 
General of the . division or district on the recommendation of the 
medical officer in charge of the hospital in which the naan is 
serving. 

10. Such advancement will depend on proficiency in ordinary 
work, good conduct, and length of service. A colloquial knowledge 
of English, and in case of ward servants and cooks ability to 
read and write in the Vernacular or English will be considered* im- 
portant qualifications for advancement. 

17. Advancement to the superior grades in the several classes 
will be regulated by the strength of the corps for the time being;- 
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50. The medical officer so authorized will enrol applicants < 
under such form as may be prescribed; and under the declaration 
(see Appendix, Form A), and prepare attestation papers in duplicate g 
(see Appendix, Form B). Such duplicate attestation papers will £ 
be completed before a Justice of the Peace, or any Magistrate or 
other official to that effect authorized; and will be then disposed 
of as follows : — 

One copy to be deposited in the Office of the Surgeon General, 
Her Majesty's Forces, and the other kept in the Office of the De- 
puty Surgeon General of the division or district in which the 
individual, so attested may, from time to time, be serving. 

The general terms and conditions of service will be those con- 
tained in the forms of declaration on enlistment and attestation 
(see Appendix, Forms A and B) . 

IX. Discipline. 

52. The maintenance of discipline in the Army Hospital 
Native Corps will, as far as practicable, be in the hands of Com- 
missioned Medical and Warrant Medical Officers, subject, in 
certain stated cases, to the control or orders of superior medical 
authority. Military authority will be resorted to, however, in cases 
likely to lead to trial by court-martial, or summary dismissal 
under the 4th Indian Article of War. For the purposes of the 
5th Article of War the Surgeon General will exercise the func- 
tions of Commanding Officer. 

53. The consequence of dismissal, whether summary, awarded 
by court-martial, or involved by its sentence (under Articles 155, 

' 156, and 157), will be the same ms in the case of soldiers (see Ar- 
ticle 4). 

54. Cases not disposed of under the summary powers given to 
medical officers will -be reported with full particulars and opinion 
to the Deputy Surgeon General of the division or district, who will 
dispose of them according to circumstances, submitting with his 
own remarks such as may demand trial for the orders of the Officer 
Commanding the station, district, or division as the case may be. 

55. The rules contained in the Indian Articles of War regarding 
preliminary procedure for trial by court-martial, together with the 
results of conviction and sentence, will be appliable to the Army 
Hospital Native Corps. 

X. Minor Punishments. 

56. The following minor punishments, can be awarded to men of 
the Army Hospital Native Corps : — 

J. Deprivation of furlough or the indulgence of temporary 

leave of absence. 

This punishment, which may be awarded by the. medical 
officer in charge of the hospital, does not involve entry 
in the corps defaulter book. 
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IV. Pensions, &c. 

26. Hospital attendants superannuated on attaining- the age of 
fifty-five years will, if not entitled to pension, receive a gratuity 
equivalent to that which would be giveu were they discharged in 
consequence of the report of an Invaliding Committee. 

27. Men who have served in the corps for more than six and 
less than twenty years, and who are pronounced by an Invaliding 
Committee to be unfit for further service, will receive on discharge 
a gratuity equal to one month's pay ( including good-conduct pat r ) 
as received at the time of discharge for every two years of their 
service. 

28. Men who have served in the corps for a full period of twenty 
years, and who are pronounced ly an Invaliding Committee to be 
unfit for further service, will receive a monthly invalid pension 
equivalent to, and not exceeding, one-third of the average monthly 
pay {exclusive of good-eonduet pay) drawn by them during the 
previous three years. - - 

29. The rules applicable to the Native Army as to what are to 
be regarded as legitimate causes of unfitness for service will apply 
to cases under paragraphs 27 and 28. 

30. Men who have served thirty years in the corps, whether 
considered fit or unfit for further service, will be entitled to a 
monthly retiring pension equivalent to, and not exceeding, one- 
half of the average monthly rate {exclusive of good-conduct pay) 
drawn by them during the previous three years. Service beyoud 
thirty years will not give claim to any enhancement of retiring 
pension. 

81. In calculating service for gratuity or pension under the fore- 
going rules, previous continuous service in the case of men who 
join the corps from the existing establishment will count as service 
in the corps. 

32. Such rules as may he in force for enlisted followers of the 
Native Army as to wound and family pensions will be applicable 
to men of the Army Hospital Native Corps. 

Y. Clothing. 

83. Clothing of the requisite cut for Mussulmans and Hindus, 
respectively, and appointments, will be issued by the Clothing De- 
partment at the expense of the State as follows : — 

. Ward Servants. 

Coats reaching not less than 14 inches beloio the waist . — Every two 
3 ' ears one of blue serge with scarlet piping on seams and cuffs. 
Every year two of white long cloth, - 

Turban . — Every two years one of blue and scarlet cotton. 
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41. During the period a man is on leave he will he entitled to 
the pay of the lowest grade of his class only, and tempoiai) pro 
motions to a higher grade will he made during the absence o 
first or second grade hospital attendant on leave. 


VIII. Enlistment, Attestation, Re-enlistment, and conditions 


or SERVICE. 


42. With the exception of the men who join the corps from the 
existing establishment, no one will he enlisted for the Army Hos- 
pital Native Corps who is under eighteen or over twenty -five years 
of age. 

43. The standard of physical fitness should generally he the 
same as that for Native Army recruits ; hut in cases of cooks and 
sweepers in whom physique is of less importance, an enlarged dis- 
cretion as regards height and chest measurement will be given to 
enlisting officers. 

44>. All men will be enlisted and attested under tbe Indian 
Articles of War as hospital attendants of Her Majesty's Indian 
Army. 

45. Enlistment will, as in the Native Army, be for unlimited 

service, and the declaration (see Appendix, Form A,) will be ad- 
ministered, embodying the special condition that except under 
tbe sanction of Government to the contrary, service in the 'corps 
will cease absolutely at the age of fifty-five years. . -m 

46. All men joining the corps will he entitled to claim their 
discharge after completing three years’ service from date of attesta- 
tion except in time of war or when war is imminent, or during 
the prevalence of exceptional sickness ; and provided that their 
branch of the corps be not 5 per cent, below its full comple- 
ment. 


47. Men who voluntarily take their discharge, and subsequently 
re-enlist, will not be permitted to count their previous service 
towards gratuity, pension, or good-conduct pay. - Save as above 
modified, the rules as to such discharges in the standing orders for 
the Madras Native Army will be applicable to men of tbe Army 
Hospital Native Corps, and will be embodied in the declaration 
made on enlistment. 

48. No man will be re-enlisted who is over thirty-five years 
of age. 

49. The enlistment -and re-enlistment of men of the Army 
Hospital Native Corps will be conducted according to divisions or 
districts of medical administration. - The Deputy Surgeon Gene- 
ral of each division or district i3 authorized to sanction the enlist- 
ment or re-enlistment of suitable persons by any medical officer 
in charge of a hospital, at any place in the division or district 
where eligible candidates may offer themselves. 
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General of tlie Army Medical Department, as staff officer, who £ 
shall perform all such duties, including 1 those of Quartermaster, as 
are necessarily required at head-quarters. 

3. The officers of the Army Medical Department shall, subject 
to the local Military Commanding Officer, have authority to com- 
mand the medical officers, and the officers, the non-commissioned 
officers, and the privates of Our Army Hospital Corps, and also all 
patients in military hospitals, as well as such non-commissioned 
officers and privates as may he attached thereto, without their own 
officers, for hospital duty. 

4. The principal medical officer, subject to the General Officer 
Commanding the district, shall have supreme authority in matters 
of discipline affecting the Army Medical Department including the 
Array Hospital Corps in his district. 

5. The medical officer in charge of each general, station, and 
field hospital shall have disciplinary control over the medical officers 
and the officers, non-commissioned officers, and privates of Our 
Army Hospital Corps and all soldiers in, or attached to, the 
hospital, hut shall refer to the local military authority such cases 
as require to he dealt with by court-martial. 

6. The officers and non-commissioned officers of Our Army 
Hospital Corps shall have authority, under the medical officers, to 
command, not only the men of their own corps, but also the patients 
in military hospitals, and such non-commissioned officers and 
men as may he attached thereto, without their own officers, for 
hospital duty. 

7. The officers and non-commissioned officers of Our Army 
Hospital Corps shall take rank with the officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers of other corps of Our Army, and wear the ordinary 
distinctions and badges of such rank on their uniforms, with such 
other distinguishing badges as may be special to the corps ; but it 
is to be understood that this privilege gives them no command 
whatever except over patients in hospital and officers or men im- 
mediately attached to hospital establishments. 

8. The pay and clothing duties of the corps, such as are ordi- 
narily performed by Captains in Line Regiments, shall be perform- 
ed by the officers of Our Army Hospital Corps. 

9. On active service the bearer companies shall be under the 
command of the Senior Medical Officer present with each of them, 
who shall be responsible to the principal medical officer of the 
force to which he may be attached. 

10. The officers of Our Army Hospital Corps attached to hearer 
companies and field hospitals shall act as Quartermasters thereof, 
and shall take over, and be responsible for, the field equipment 
under the superintendence and control of the medical officer. 

' 11. The officer of orderlies shall take command of a detachment 
of Our Army Hospital Corps or any soldiers in, or attached to, 
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Clanso 201

Such deprivation may be awarded alone, or 
in conjunction with another minor punishment, accord- 
ing to -the circumstances of the case; but it is not to 
exceed a single rate of good-conduct pay for any one 
offence, or for several offences disposed of at one and the 
same time. This punishment will involve entry in the 
corps defaulter book, 

IY. — Disrating, or degradation to lower grade of pay, either 
absolutely or for any stated period not less than one 
month, may be awarded, on the recommendation of the 
medical officer in charge of the hospital, by the Deputy 
Surgeon General of the., division or district, and will 
^ involve entry in the corps defaulter hook. 

V. — Imprisonment, to the extent of four complete days, 
reckoned from the time of the award, and .causing loss of 
pay, as provided by the 154th. Article of War, may be 
awarded by the medical officer in charge of the hospital, 
and will involve entry in the corps defaulter book. 

57. Forfeiture of service rendering a hospital attendant ineli- 
gible for good-conduct pay can only be awarded by a general, 
garrison, or district court-martial for disgraceful conduct under 
Article 136, Good-conduct pay, granted in conformity with para- 
graphs 18 and 19, may be forfeited either by award of a court- 
martial, or as a consequence of a conviction by court-martial, or by 
order of the Deputy Surgeon General ; - in any such case the 
hospital attendant must serve for one year without an entry in the 
corps defaulter book befoi’e restoration of one rate of good-conduct 
pay, and an additional year without such entry before restoration of 
any further rate he may have forfeited.

The penultimate paragraph of Clause 178, India Army Cii- 
culars, 1882, is reconstructed as follows:— 

4.G1 "When meat is condemned by a Regimental Committee, 
and not issued, it will be returned, if not absolutely unwholesome, 
to the Commissariat Officer, who will, if possible, at once issue a 
fresh supply. If the Commissariat Officer does not concur in the 
rejection by Regimental Committee, he may appeal to a Special 
Committee, but whether he does so or not, money compensation 
should not be granted to the corps, if a fresh issue can be made. 
Should a fresh supply not be obtainable, the rejected meat may be 
issued to the corps, if the Officer Commanding, with the concur, 
reuce of the Medical Officer, desires it; and it issued no money 
payment will be made : but if issue of rejected meat is not desned 
the cost will be paid to the corps calculated as follows .—It the 
meat was supplied departmental^, the cost will be calculated at 
] 5 per cent, more than the last ascertained monthly rate.

Clause 220 of officers promoted or appointed to Native regiments in the room 
(conoid.) of officers seconded : — 

I. — When an officer is seeouded, and the temporary promotion 
is not given in the regiment, but an officer is transferred 
from another regiment to fill the vacancy, the latter 
will be seconded in liis own regiment. 

II. — An officer, who is holding an appointment in place of a 

seconded officer, and who is absent on furlough, leave, 
or duty, when the seconded officer reverts to his regi- 
mental appointment, will not be required to rejoin his 
regiment to entitle him to the staff pay of his permanent 
aj^pointment ; but from the date that the seconded officer 
reverts the whole of the officers below him will also 
revert to their former appointments and draw the staff 
pay thereof, half or full, as the case may be. 

III. — When a seconded officer's term of staff employ expires he 

will immediately revert to the full or half pay of his 
regimental appointment, whether he actually rejoins his . 
regiment at once, or is absent on furlough, leave or duty. 
He will also be entitled to the benefit of any regimental 
promotion which may have accrued to him while so 
absent.

Staff Officer for the Army Hospital Native Corps in Bengal. 


Clause 221* 


The Government of India are pleased to sanction, with effect 
from the 21st October 1882, tbe appointment of a staff officer for 
tbe Army Hospital Native Corps for tbe Bengal Army, organized 
under clause 25, India Army Circulars, 1881, on a salary of 
Rs. 350 per mensem, rising in ten years to a maximum of Rs. 700 
per mensem. 

2. Tbe staff officer will always be drawn from the Subordinate 
Medical Department, but no addition will be made to that Depart- 
ment in consequence of this appointment.
